Sequel to the Perkins-Rogers Deal in 


Counterfeit 
Currency. 


NEW 
YORK, Feb. 
S.—Papers 
were 


terved on Juhn S. Harrin t, the clerk of 
Ihe Police Department yesterday, in a 
tuit 
brought by William Rogers, the 


poung greijn-goods man who swindled 
Ashbury H. Peikins, the South Carolina 
planter, deacon and County Commis- 
sioner, to recover from the property clerk 
the proceeds of that swindle and 
flOO 


damages besides. 


Perkins, it will be remembered, came to 


this city from his home in Lancaster on 
January 24, with the intention of purchas- 
ing $10,000 worth of counterfeit money. 
He was walking down Broadway with 
Rogers when Detectives JlcCloskey and 
Mulholland aught sight of the pair and 
tracked them to Earle's Hotel, where 
!h»y separated. Next morning Rogers 
returned to the hotel and the bargain 
was closed. Just as the pair were leav- 


ing, 
Perkins with his bag of "ereen 


soods," and Rogers with the HOD -nhich 
the 
rustic 
had 
paid 
for 
them, 


the 
detectives 
pounced 
upon 
them 


and 
took 
them 
bofore 
Inspector 


Byrnes, who, on opening the saohel, 
found 
thirty-live 
dollars 
in 
good 


bills and four wads of beautiful light- 
green book paper. 
When Mr. Perkins 


saw that he had been sold he was indig- 
nant, and became more so when he was 
locked up as a witness against Rogers. 


The fol owing morning the pair were 


taken to the Tombs, where Perkins made 
a complaint. Howe and Hummell ap- 
peared for Rogers, and after one ad- 
journment the case was dismissed, and 
the gray-haired rascal who had traveled 
all the way from South Carolina to pro- 
cure the means of swindling his confid- 
ing neighbors was given a scathing lect- 
ure on the evil of his doings by the pre- 
siding justice. 


When Rogers was arrested he had $745 


in his possession, and upon his being dis- 
charged, $345 was returned to him, and 
the police justice instructed the property 
olerk to take charge of the $400 which 
Farmer Perkins had paid him. Perkins' 
lawyer made several ineffectual attempts 
to regain possession of it, and finally 
Farmer Perkins grew weary and left for 
home witnout the capital with which he 
Intended embarking in the business of 
passing counterfeit money. It is to re- 
cover this, together with $100 which he 
cla'ms as damages caused by Mr. Har- 
riott's 
withholding 
the money 
tbat 


Rogers brings suit. 


Clerk Harriott has turned th* papers 


over to the Police Commissioners, who 
who will hand them to Corporation Coun- 
sel Beekman. He will make Deacon Per- 
kins u party to the suit in order to provo 
who is the rightful owner. 
Thus the 


legal status of "green goods" transac- 
tions may be passed upon by the higher 
courts.

"Our Order',' was the topic discussed in 


a breezy, sensible manner by Hon. Alex. 
McLean, of Macomb, the big-hearted 
president of the association. He is cer- 
tainly in love with the c.o-operative plan 
of life insurance. Iu the course of his 
ilirring talk he humorously alluded to the 
fact that ho is reminded about every -two 
years of increasing responsibilities and 
the necessity of providing for tho future, 
that his widow and children may not bo 
in immediate need ia ciise of his death. 
He loves the I. O. M. A. because it keeps 
its pledges and because not one of the 
widows or children of deceased members 
is in want. Beferring to the official re- 
ports he spoke of the flourishing condition 
of the order with its 3,000 members and 
the reserve fund balance of nearly $6,000, 
and every obligation met. The president 
toek his seat amidst u tempest of np- 
plau'se. 


Judge Laugley, o£ Champaign, dis- 


cussed "Co-operative Insurance" ns proxy 
for Secretary W, M. Aviso, of Quincy, who 
excused himself from attempting to speak 
because he didn't have a silvery tongue.

Mr. Jameson has a poor opinion of "old 
line" companies. Ho had no hesitancy 
in expressing his opinion.
